The amended label and CSF referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under 
the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, are acceptable. This 
approval does not affect any conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You 
continue to be subject to existing conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected 
with them.

You must submit one copy of the final printed labeling before you 
release the product for shipment with the new labeling. In accordance with 40 CFR 152.130(c), 
you may distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months 
from the date of this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it 
bears this new revised labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is 
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE 

It is a violation of Federal law to use this product in a manner inconsistent with its 
labeling.  

Before Use By Each Customer: 

1. Fill one quarter (1 – 1.25 gallons) of the total capacity of the foot spa bath with 
warm water. 

2. Add one tablet to the foot spa bath water and agitate to dissolve. One tablet in 1 
– 1.25 gallons of foot spa bath water will provide an active bromine concentration 
of 40 ppm. 

3. Circulate the water in the foot spa bath for ten minutes. 
4. Add enough warm water to fill the foot spa bath to full capacity (4 – 5 gallons) 

before putting feet in. The active bromine concentration during customer use is 
10 ppm. 

After Use By Each Customer:  

1. All water must be drained and all debris removed from the foot spa bath basin.   
2. Thoroughly clean foot spa bath basin with soap and water.   
3. Follow all additional manufacturer’s recommendations and all State requirements 

concerning cleaning and disinfection of foot spa bath equipment. 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
